Taxation was 'tho subject of dis- 


cussion «t a meeting of the" League 
of Progressive Women Jn the city 
library Monday night. The sssem- 
bly was addressed V numbers of 
the legislature who have introduced 
various-tax Wlls: C. E. Hanson; as- 
semblyman from IPlorco 
county; 


Senator Herman J. Severton from 
the 23d district; and T. A. Sullivan;1 
assemblyman from,Manito*oc coun- 
ty. Although the Iwgue took no ac- 
tion on these bills, it went on rec- 
ord as fvnoring the anti-proftteerlnu 
measure Introduced by J. C. Hanson, 


C. E. Hanson spoke on the.bill to 


repeal th«> offset tax to personal 
property, which tax he claimed pro- 
tects capital, levies a fine on indus- 
try, and pays a premium for laxi- 
ness. In his discussion of the' gen- 
eral property tax he said he believed 
it could practically be cut in half 
by eliminating the personal proper- 
ty offset, doing away with, the se- 
crecy clause, and by raising the 
rates on incomes from $6,000 on up. 


Sen, Severson explained hif sur- 


tax bill whio haims to tax bank 
stock, bank dividends, stock, divi 
dends, -and dividends out of corpor- 
ations, things . exempt 
tinder. the 


present income tax law. It provides 
for a tax on large incomes, a large 
income being 
defined as one of 


$5,000 or more a year. This tax, he 
held, should belong to the state to 
take care of state functions even an 
the income tax takes'care of local 
functions.

will open a campaign for |50,000 on 
April 6. 
The sum of |20,000 i« asked to 


reduce the debt on the building. Be- 
sides this the Y. W. C. A. has an un- 
paid deficit of. $6^00 on Its 1920 
business.
